The Chymiffs tell us all Metals are fuperfici- 
ally the fame, onty their two great Principles of Con- 
ftirution, Sulpber, which has more ot the Larth, and 
Quick-filver which is more Congenial to water, ac 
cording to the feveral Combinations of theic in quan- 
rity, and quality, and their ditterent purity, give the 
yirious ditterences which we call the kinds of Metals, 
Gold, whofe Chymical name ts So, is faid to be of 
the moft pure and bef& prepared Materials, wheretoie 
it has many Attributes excceding other Metals ; as in 
its value, which if pure in the refiners fire loiech none 
of its weight, and if allayed with bafer Metal, tuch 
as Silver, or Copper, it looles but equal to the quan- 
rity of this allay 5 and ia its weight, which ts the great- 
eft for its bulk of any Metal; as alto its duration, 
which is fuppofed perpetual, and in Scripture is called 
corruptible, not in refpeét to its nature but poticfion, 
It never rufts, nor confumes with otten Melting ; Tis 
true “tis difolvable by qua Regis, but then ‘tis only 
broken in fmall pieces, and the duft ot it precipitated 
and Colleéted, may be Melted, and again caft into a 
Mafs of the fame weight and value as befotc ; 
Quick-filver will change its Colour and make it Brit- 
tle, but that’s foon recover'd by the fire. It may 
likewife be extended beyond all other Metals, and 
beaten fo thin as one grain of it to cover 
a Foot-Square ; It attracts Mercurial and Arfenick 
fteams ina wonderful manner, for if Gold be held in 
the Mouth, and Mercury toucht but with the Foot, 
or Toe, the Gold will foon turns hite ; but tis not 
good tobe too bolt with fuch experiments, for fear 
of the Palfie ; fome who have takea many Mercu- 
rial medicines, have, to extraét what they cou'd of 
them, to prevent their mifchievous conlequences, eve- 
ry day taker. Gold Pills, which have beca changed 
white tho taken many years after the Mercury 5 And 
‘tis id of Dr. Burler, that he convinced Dr. Majwera, 
that Prince //enry had been Poyton’d, by putting a 
piece of Gold into the mouth of the Corps, which he 
let remain but a lirtle time, and when he took it out 
it was changed white. It is alo Medicinal and Cordis 
a, for Pills gile draw vencinous fteams from the 
Principal parts to the Bowels, where mixing with the 
medicine, they are carryed off wich it. It helps in the 
Kings Evil, by repelling and diffipating the Humours, 
and hiadring them from flowing fatter then nature can 
fubdue them. It is found in Barbary in the fand, wafhed 
from the Mountains into the Rivers, and in the South 
Welt of mersea, it is dug, out of mines by the Spani- 
ards Slaves, The Alehymi(t cells us ‘tis the Soul of all 
Metals, and extraétable in {mall quanrity’ from each, 
and when feparated from them, they remain Brittle, 
Droflyy and good for nothing.
